p.m. This Grand Opening Celebra- 
tion will mark the completion of 
a vital time-saving installation 
which has long been (mvisagedt^ 
President JLe^ RJhgtilier l^f 
Dean of Instruction Bernard Baum. 

The center, which is supervised 
by Mr. Graydon Scou and directed 
by Dr. Lawrence Barrell, was. not 
originally scheduled for use until 
next September, but effective 
planning and efficient org^aniza- 
tion -have readied the installation 
for partial use during the coming 
registration. 

In addition to mechanising ^ the 
entire re#Btration proceure, the 
datB^ procesisihg equipment will 
soo»> facilitate things in such 
areas as grade reports, the com- 
putation of grade point averages, 
and the centralization of statisti- 
cal reports. For the present time 
the mala— ase of data processing 
outside the academic area will be 
involve^ witihi the Natiunal Defense 
Education Act and loans connected 
with it and will maintain a data 
check determining dtndent obliga- 
tions. , "-^ 

There are seven machines 111 the 
present Data Processing setup. All 
are being rented from IBM in lieu 
of being bought outright for two 
reasons: (1) the extremely high 
cost of purchase and (2) the fact 
that rented machines will be ex- 
changed by the company for newer 
modds as improvements are made. 
The rental cost to the college for 
tiiesa seven machinesoit this time 
fa $480 per monitii. 

Machines include a card punch, 
used to put original data on the 
IBM cards and operated some- 
what like a typewriter; an Alpha- 
betle Interpreter, used to print 
standard identification information 
at the top of the IBM card from a 
punched code; a Card Sorting Ma- 
chine, which places cards in alpha- 
betical or any other selected order 
according to code numbers punch- 
ed on the card; a Reproducing 



^^ch, which makes copies of a 
given card; a standard Test Scor- 
ing Machine; and an Accountiitg 
Machine, which as its basic func- 
tion translates t^e puncbfs <^.IBM 
'htia&. to printing. 7liii#Ms^ ma- 
chine can select information from 
a card to print and is also capable 
of addition and subtraction' in the 
manipulation of figures. 

Depend on Human 

All of these machines are conr 
trolled by two things: (l> ths l&til3 
which is -fed to them on the punch- ,r 
ed IBM caids and (2) the way in 
which the control panels are wired ' 
by tJlic( operator. The irii>ut has tp 
be «hict and correct to get cbrract 
results, thus relying heilvily upon 
the human element. 
• Probably the area which creates 
the most student interest in Data 
Processing is the effect it will 
upon jegisteat ie Bi jtf all. vms 
as expected the student on regis- 
tration day will have only to vieri- 
fy that he has paid his fees and 
pick up his program. 

Dr. Lawrence Barrell states 
that the student has only two obli- 
gations, in making this possible: 
(1). t(>' jfay his fees and (2^ to 
pass bW his courses. If he fails to 
do either and becomes a special 



student he reverts-- 
"headache method." " '

THE EDITOR 



Dear Isditor, • 

, Possibly now, it is time for re- 
flection upon what the £lmira 
papers called the "midnight 
march.*^ The students during that 
epis(^e were naive enou|^ to 
actually believe that they had ob- 
tained "self-govemmemt." In 
reality we find this to be far from 
the tirue picture. What we do find, 
however, is great degree of 
authority emanating from the top, 
while the promised right of self- 
determinstion remains S tlOihis 
phrase with no meaning. 

The facts are really quite clear. 
Suspensicms, probations of all 
"MtS, aid oven «spiilsi^ oon- 
nniil to go on witBout tKe student 
body, being informed, let alone 
bcring consulted. Even students in- 
volved often are not consulted up- 
on action being considered. Is this 
self-government in action? Even 
more than this, why the secrecy? 
Trying to be logical in our w«sk 
minded undergraduate manner we 
see disciplinary actions that are 
"considered" necessary; we can 
oAlf iiiume tfiat fhsy are being 
carried out in the form of a per- 
sonal vendetta by the various 
administrative officials. 

To cite specific cases would 
serve no purpose, but neither 
would this letter serve a purpose 
if we did not offer a solution. Our 
^'J*ataacea" to this illness is really 
quite simple. All disciplinary cases 
will be brought before a student 
body group, organized for this 
.q^ific purpose, without any ad- 
ministrative representa^ves pres- 
ent. In place of the administration, 
representatives will be i^t least 
two professors who are having»the 
student in question in class at that 
particular time. One of the profes- 
nm should be from th^ student's 
Boajor field of study. All cases 
which have been tried fn this 
"court" will be subject to review 
by the administrative heads. This 
thfee group system, composed of 
students, faculty and administx»- 
tion, will insure that a greater de- 
gree of justice is carried out. The 
results of the hearing will be open- 
ly posted with th^^mes of the 
students deleted, with the excep- 
tion of cases involving the gravest 
moral misconduct which will be 
treated with greatest privacy. 

We certainly do not intend this 
to be a final solution, but only 
one of several possible ways ^ 
doing away with the present star 
chamber procedure method.

W. A. A. Looks lack 

Over the Years 




Back in 1921 American news- 
papers were publishing cartoons 
lauding or condemning prohibi- 
tion; the American people were 
marvelling at a new wonder called 
radio; American families were 
being rent asunder by the burning 
argument of the day "Should 
Mamma get her hair cut?" Amid 
all this '^fanfare twenty-three 
young^ women, unsiihg and un- 
noticed, launched a new project^ — 
an athletic organization for g^irls 
at Mansfield Normal School. 

l^iis undertaking was another 
proof of the old adage "Great 
Oaks from little Aeoms grow", 
as this humble beginning restdSed 
in one of the largest organiza- 
tions oh the Mansfield Statt Col- 
lege campus — the Wonien's 
Athletic Association. 

In its early years it was called 
the Girl's Athletic Association, but 
in 1988 it changed its name to 
the Women's Athletic Association 
— after all, a girl does consider 
herself a woman at seventeen. 

Surmount Obstacles 
The first obstacle they sur- 
meimted was finaneipg the girl's 
basketball team's trip to East 
Stroudsburg where a game had 
been scheduled. To meet this chal- 
lenge they held a county fair. This 
was so well planned and cleverly 
executed that they not only raised 
the necessary funds to pay for the 
team's trip but provided a delight- 
ful time for everyone as well. 

When the club started^ the list 
ot tthletie 'evtohtS in ifrhieh the 
girls participated was more 
limited than it is now, but they 
still enjoyed a variety. They play- 
ed German batbalU volleyball, end- 
bsU, and basketball, and they had 
races, basketball throws, and 
broad jamps. li^ 1926 fwimmhig 
ii8dsd| f^rtiMr adiUdditl Mte 
tennis and ^ield hockey in 1928, 
botrling in ;935, tf bletennis, t/nSa- 
{itiMs. ^idhiiiiit>4 sh^llibiN, 
and archery in 198^ hiking in 
1988, bicycling in 1941, and life 
saving in 1946. 

Grew Steadily 
The program of the W. A. A. 

has been steady, year by year, ex- 



cept for one interruption. In 1927 
— ihiUt^ of t^ndihm's bustle — 
the Sta1;0 Director of Education 
recommended that the young ladi«i 
refrain from any athletic competi- 
tion outside their respective 
schools. Of course MSC complied, 
BO that year the W.A.A. went into 
a temponiury eclipse. But just as 
King Canute failed in his attempt 
to hold back the tides of the sea, 
so did this effort to hold back the 
forward progress of women in 
athletics come to a swift end. The 
following year the W.AJL. wa» 
revived, none the worse fbr fte 
fi^i of hibennrHon. 

In addition to physical prowess, 
the girls have also exhibited skill 
in raiidiig and managing money 
with many beneficial residte. Be- 
sides paying the traveling «k- 
penses for their teams, they paid 
for the repair of the bowling alley 
in 1942, assisted in the purchase 
of band uniforms, and contribtked 
yearly to the Tioga Childffen'a 
Welfare. Besides the numerous 
parties, dances, and picnics, some 
noteworthy achievements have 
been a carnival, a minstrel cSllod 
"Alabama Nightclub," a scavanger 
hunt, aiid a ]pregi«ssive game 
party. ^ 

This, ia the heritage of the ptm^ 
forty-two years of the W.A.A. and 
will continue to be the goal.

Water Situatimi

Kot only is the water an ''act of 
God," but it is also closely super- 
vised by man. Tl^e recent water 
plfiblem is not iteasaai f«r this 
area, however. For those of you 
who are new to the situatilon this 
article offers an explanation. It 
is written in the hope that the 
thirsty students on campus will

The college water supply is 
sepafate from the town of Mans- 
field. Mans^eld State GoUega uses 
half as much water in a given, 
time as the entire town of Mans- 
field, and one water supply could 
not suffice for both. The college 
supply is from the dam on Cory 
Creek. The ^vater facilities there 
are complete, and inspected mon- 
thly both by the college and the 
state Health Departm^^t. The wa- 
ter is checked several tines a day 
by the attendants at the pumpin^r 
station after being treated and fil- 
tered. The recent dark color of the 
wateiT is due to the leaf dye tiiat 
is in the water as a result of the 
run-off from the surrounding wa- 
tershed. Also, the turbulence, due 
to the increased amount] of water 
from melting snow, is responsi- 
ble for the addition of an increas- 
ed amount of chlorine. As a re- 
sult the taste of the water is not 
as pleasant as before, but it is 
Just as safe. This unhappy, but 
'^necessary situation will last for 
approximately six weeks, or until 
mother nature decides to quit 
muddying the water.

Questions Of 
Dom Council 

Personal^ Deana . Thomas God- 
ward, Priscil^ Morton, Hiomaa 
Costdlo, and Wallace Maurer, and 
Publicity Director Ed VanDyne 
met last Wednesday, March 26, 
with the members of the Women's 
Dormitory Council in an effort to 
answer questions raiaed in a docu- 
ment recently brought to adminis- 
trative attention. 

Though Jackie Duval as Student 
Cooincil President pointed out, the 
questions had not yet been official- 
ly presented to the admihiatration 
(the document waa hdd up in 
Student Council pending approval 
by the Men's Dormitory Council 
and the Day Student Executive 
Boards), the counaelora agreed 
that they would be intereated in 
hearing tha Deanii'' answers to 
these questiona. 

The questiona, ivhich dealt moat, 
ly with soeial behavior and ad- 
ministrative policy regarding such, 

were handled in great detail dur- 
ing the two and a half hour aes- 
' aioh. 

Anawera in Publications 

The Deana pointed out that 
the anawars to many of the quea- 
tiona, for example the student use 
of cars and parking regulations, 
are elearly outlined in the Paas- 
wofd or one of the other publi- 
eatloii oillie peraouiel oCfie«k 
' Polideii tvt others, for example 
limi^tions on drinking, are 
presently under study by a com- 
mittee. For atill others there ia 
no official policy. For example, 
all of the Deans agreed tSiat dat- 
ing conduct was a niatter of P^- 
aonal taate. 

When asked to what degree the 
atudents may question the author- 
ities, the administrators stated 
that challengea made without in- 
v«i<%ation . and tiioae which are 
packed with emotion are rec<dved 
with little favor, as are petitiona 
which do not use the proper chan. 
nels of communication. However, 
they were quick to assure that 
students may alwajrs question 
policy and if it is done in good 
itngim cowaiplaiiitp ara eenaidaiii.

President Rathgeber has again 
clarified the administration's 
stand on the issue of demonstra- 
tions which he points out has been 
widely misinterpreted in the past. 

"Hie offense which may bring 
suspetision or dismissal is not 
partieipatfon hi a demonstration 
but offense against law and order 
at the time of a public disturb- 
ance,'' he said. 

The president reported that the 
foHowing paragraph will be in-* 
serted in the 1963-64 Password: 
"A student who is guilty of 
an offenae. against law and 
«Rkr :alh4be^ lime ef a piMife 
diatoilMaee er onaaliiiMriscd ' 
demonstratlim or who disre- 
gards the instmetioos of a 
pr|iietor or other eollege officst 
ai each time may tiave his 
ijliiiijition wMi tiM college 
tPVered. The mere presence of 
a student at an unauthorized 
demonstration nwkea Mm lia- 
ble to diacipllMury action." 

This paragraph is practically 
standard in college use and is 
identical with that in the e#talog 
of a large eastern natveniily, he 
said.

According to a 
DPI directive of May 196A» a 
temporary certificate to teach ad- 
ditional academic subjects may be 
granted if a j)erson ~has com- 
pleted 18 semester hours in the 
subject for which the tanpenbry 
certificate may be issued. 

The shortage of school librarians 
is so scute that the student who 
has acquired IS semester httuxs 
in library science will find that 
the minor field is the decisive 
factor which will enable him to 
get a better job in a nio|e 



desirable location at a more lucra- 
tive salary. The paucity of school 
librarians, linked with the growing 
neognition..of . thpir uq[iporta%cf> 
^Ires. i ipriM ad«ant«g# , tn ^ 
'ibiceniltit to tiie student ilho dan 
be certified, even temporarily, as 
a school librarian. 

For students who plan on doing 
graduate work in library scienecL 
a requirement for profeselonSl 
librarianship, an undergraduate 
degree in another subject plus a 
minor i^ library science is a 
desirable combination. The gradu- 
ate sehool of library science often 
insists on an undergraduate de- 
gree in an area other than library 
science.

Let's face it. Teaching is frustrating, nerve-wracking, 
demanding, tiring work. Do what he may, the teacher 
remains the butt^ of poor jokea* the object of ei^dless 
qiticism, and the scapegoat for many of society's most 
widely shared shortcomings. It's the teacher to whom 
parents and politicians, businessmen and clergymen turn, 
^e after time, to set straight whatever is wrong with 
youth or the world, but is it all really worth it? 

Any teacher can find dozens of reasons, many of them 
plausible, to feel sorry for himself, but there are more 
ccmvindtog reasons for teadiefs to feel quite (Mfferently 
about their work and about themselves. For when due 
allowance has been made for the irresponsible criticism, 
the foolish expectations, the fuzzy thinking, and the 
exaggerated claims, the truth comes through, clear and 
unassailable — the teacher is a most important person. ' 
V While the glare of the spotlight may lend t£e tetter 
something of a halo, it also reveals his flaws with a mini- 
mum of mercy. No longer is teaching a "cinch" for those 
who want a job with long vacations or a montiily check to 
tide them over until something better comes alpngi Nor 
is there room in modem schools for teachers who lack 
the capacity for self-criticism or the willingness to work 
at a task that is endless and ever-changing. Why teach ?

Running through all the answers, if they are honest and wise, there 
will be a thread of commitment, an note of faith. To find succasB Pr 
satisfaction in his worlc, a teacher miajit begin and end with fisitii, in 
the worth of all men i|nd espeeiaUy in his students, in all learning and 
particularly in what he teaches. But most irf all, the teacher muit 
believe in himself and in the value of what he is attempting to accom- 
plish. In these days in which we live and teach, it should not be 
difficult to sustain that faith. Wherever men be illuminated, the good 
teacher has been held in esteem and respect, for it is so hwrvand now« 
as it always will be wIiiSm firvedom, opportunity and ttcceUenee are 
valaed. 



Indian Wife Tells 
Of Varied Customs

Among the students on the 
campus of MSG is a young col- 
legian, Mrs. Misra, the wife of a 
biology prof essor presently teach- 
ing on thia campus. They are both 
natives of India. 

It is very interesting to note 
that Mrs. Misra is majoring in 
Home Economies and is taking 
iliree courses, which are Foods, 
Housing, and Family Relations. 
College life is not new to her, 
for she attended college two years 
in her own country. Many stadents 
might be aorprised at liow dif- 
ficult the requirements are there. 
When registering for the first 
time, all students are given a 
pretest; they are given the same 
tost each eciUege year. Like our 
(hMirses here a final exam is given 
in each course, but it is not com- 
posed by the teacher who teaches 
tJie subject. The exams are com- 
piled by the wdyersity which is 
the central head of tilie liatiaii's 
educational, system. 

At the eoUege that Mrs. Misra 
attended she was required to take 
Orlya, her native tongue, English, 
and Gsneral Knowlsdte. She was 



also a student of Sanskrit, home 
science, and fBconomics, which were 
considered ideetives. Mrs. Misra 
seems to have been a very skilled 
English student, for she writes the 
language extremely well. 

The attractive young lady was 
married at the age of fifteen: one 
shoukl not become too shocked at 
this idea, because, according to 
her, many Indian girls are married 
much earlier. It appears that 
eighteen is the proper or average 
age for marriage, which is not far 
removed from Ameriean standards. 

The wedding eemnony lasts 
seven days, and on the fourth day 
the bride meets the groom for the 
first time. She has never seen him 
before. Inuring the ceremony one 
of the members of the family slips 
a silver ring on to the toe of the 
bride. At night the groom presents 
the wife with bracelets, and he 
gives h«r a red vermilion jewel, 
a ssrmbol of marriage. 

Mrs. Misra longs for the people 
of her native land, but she is 
truly impressed by the f riendlinese 
of the stadents at Mansfield State 
College.

Several years ago, upon recom- 
mendation of WAA, Student 
Council began considering buying 
a farm to be used as a college 
recreation area. 

This year the project of finding 
a suitable farm was referred to 
the campus 4-H Club. The club 
visited several area farms before 
rec omm ind in g one about 2% miles 
firom campus. This farm has about 
182 acres, on which there is now 
a house and a bam. The purchase 
price is about $7000. It would 
provide facilities for pieniddng, 
sleddingi and skiing. 

It is possible that the project 
might be financed either by next 
year's budget or by the floattog 
fnn^^ However, $7000 will be far 
from the actual pric« of the pro- 
ject. The lawyers?, surveyors', real 
estate agents' fees must be added. 
Insurance and taxes may or may 
not be necessary. The buildings 
must be renovated and furnished; 
it is presumed that the students 
will provide the labor, which would 
cut down on tiiese costs. 

There is m area on the farm 
which might be made into a pond. 
However, this, too, would add to 
the costs, and it might take sever- 
al years for the bottom of the 
pond to settle to be usable for 
swimming. 

Besides the initial costs of the 
pvepertj, certain State requfare- 
ments eOiM|Hmlpf > i(;)^reational 
areas will fea^ to%e met; there- 
fore, the budgets of many future 
years will become involved. For 
this reason, the Council and the 
student bo<i^ should give this a 
great deal of serious thought be- 
fore any jHnal steps are taken 
towards securing the farm. 

This may sound pretty discour- 
aging — and it is — UNLESS 
the MSC students decide they 
really need a recreational area; 
unless th«(^ want to stop com- 
plaining about 'nothing to do' and 
pitch ih: tile end as well as the.

^More than 800 United States 
government awards will be avail- 
able to qualified American gradu- 
ate students' for study or research 
in any one of 49 countries during 
the 1964-65 academic year. The 
graduate fellowships, available 
under the Fulbright-Hays Act of 
ISfgl, are administered by the In- 
stitute of International Education 
as part of the educational exchange 
program of the ' Department of 
State. ' 

There are three types of awards: 
tr. S. government full grants; joint 
U. S. - other governndsnt snmnts; 
aril U. S< government travel-ohly 
grants. Full grants provide round- 
trip traiusportation, tuition, books 
and maintenance for study in 
Argentina, Australia, Austria, Bel- 
gium-Lux^burg, Brazil, . Ceylon, 
Chile, China (Republic of), Den- 
mark, Finland, France, Germany 
(Federal Republic of), Ghana, 
Greece, Guatemala, Iceland, India, 
Iran, Ireland, Italy, Japan, Korea, 
Mexico, Nepid, the Netherlands, 
New Zealand, Norway, ]^kistan, 
Peru, the Philippines, Portugal, 
Spain, Sweden, Turkey, United 
Arab Republic, and the UnltMl 
Kingdom. 

A joint U. S. - other government 
grant is offered co-operatively by 
the U. S. government (which pro- 
vides travel) and a foreign govern- 
ment (which provio^as tuition and 
maintenance).

Whether voting for or against a constitutional conven- 
tion, one needed Amendment to the present constitution 
is ^e Pennsylvania Student Loan Amiendment. 

"The purpose of the Amendment is to improve oppor- 
tunities for higher education in Pennsylvania by assisting 
qualified but needy students in meeting the expense of a 
college education." 

'^raiancial assistance of this kind is urgently required if 
yire are to increase tiie number of college graduates in 
Pennsylvania. Many students fail to finish school slin- 
friy because they lack the necessary funds." 

1%is amendment is so urgent^ needed that it passed 
both the State B^U and Thii wvii^^ 
unanimously. ^ -

In answer to your article 
the uselessness of the hunter I 
will attempt to show you that 
you wene writing on a subject 
that you either ignored or knew 
little about. 

In the year of 1900 there existed 
- a herd of about 600,000 deer in 
the United States; today there 
is a herd of about 16,000,000! 
These deer must sulbsist on a far 
less amount of land than they 
did in 1900 due to the vastly in- 
creasing population of the coun- 
txy. This expanding population is 
tiqdng the land from tiie wild 
and U|banicing it. 

I would like to quote two para- 
graphs taken from "Sports Afield," 
October ,1962 edition. "It is no 
secret ih&% adult whitetail deer 
nomally under good conditions 
produce two fawns, fairly often 

even tripIetSi^Tavr'^""'^®" ^^^^ 
conditions are gsod. When the 
over-ubundant herds depleta |ood 
supplies, doe are redu egfa l^yie 
fawii, if any at aU, so flPmlal 
fawn crop is directly related to 
the condition of the cover. It is, 
reidly iomlitlig W tlrt^ aboirt^ a 
slow agonizing starvation in food- 
deleted coverts, with WMry 
biologists dragging out a loath- 
some carcass as contrasted to the 
quick score of a jubilant hunter. 

"Do not overlook the fact that 
around five million deer are 
wasted annually from causes such 
as dogs and cars. With the deer 
population skyrocketing and 
hunters taking only a fraction of 
the total annual increase, tiie big 
problem is to liberalize hunting 
more than ever and particularly, 
to eliminate the baii agajnst the 
taking of doe and antlerless deer, 
as is the case in too many places. 
Especially when these same areas 
find deer eating themselves out of 
habitat and damaging farms, wotod- 
lands ahd orchards.^ 

This problem of too much game 
for the amount of feed is not only 
in ttie deer family but is also in- 
festing'bur small game in similar 
HMMMIWgl' I would like to quote an- 
o^M^^^^^pree on the small game 
sitosittot. 'The Midwest spent 
$10,000,000 to the propagation of 
their pheasant population. This 
grtim was distributed to t^bese 
gune birds and still these birds 
died of starvation." 

If you have been reading any 
recent issues of "Life Magazine," 
"Sports Afield," "True Magasine," 
and "Field and Stream Magasine," 
just to mention a few,, you would 
have read about the federal 
Government entering our National 
Parks and liaving to slaughter 
6000 elk because these animals 
wars dying of stsryation. This 
situation would not have happened 
had^ hunting been allowed in these 
parks during the off season. By the 
way, most of these animals were 
left to rot because the government 
cannot sell or give this meat away. 

ThTs article took quite a bit 
of research. I would advise you 
doing some re s e a rch in the field 
any more rash, 
lied statements. Also 
I would like you to drive some 
of our highways this winter and 
look at the starving deer. Ton 
ma J be lucky enough to see one 
fi^ ftroin Inmger.

May I fiugest that you re-read 
my nrticle. My main concern is 
jwith the harm that hunting doas 
^ yoxkr character. You are missing 
much that is beautiful in life 
when you consider wildlife only 
aa a iarget tqr jrour gun. Many 
people saent to think that the 
more efficient our methods of 
killing become the more civilised 
we are. I question this method 
of measuring civilisations. I would 
like to quote the President of the 
Defenders of Farbearers. "To end 
^the* merciless, relentless aggres- 
sion against wildlife might well 
hasten the day when nation will

^unnwr kno#s the wrong inherent 
in his sporl, and he, better than 
aoFona* Icnesrs tlM ureakiiss >af 





hia position. Be dreads 
and iff ever ready to defcM^ 
self .... The gunner tells you 
that to pursue and kill wild alii- 
mals is to obey a primitive in- 
stinct, and that it is character 
building. It may be true t|Mb^* 
is bowing to a primitive ifi^Hwt, 
but the idea that by doing so he 
improves his character is ahpurd. 
Such reasoning showfi a*&6i|bled 
conscience." 

I ugree with you that there are 
too many deer in many parts of 
the nation; however, you got the 
solution to the problem ixom a 




highly biased source. Naturally a 
magazine that depends upon hunt- 
ers for its livelihood will advo- 
cate a ''morerfreedom-for-hnnters" 
policy. The ^eal solution to the 
problem lies in the passage of 
strict laws against the hunting of 
predators. It is the job of tbese 
predators to keep our deer popu- 
lation in balance. Many deer 
starve every winter when ample 
food lies untouched a mile away. 
This is becaoue .deer tend to 
browse the saine area or ''yard". 
It is> the job of <^ predator to 
cut down and scatter these un- 
healthy concentrations. Another 
factor in the case for the natural 
predator is the fact ttiiat tibey in- 
varihbly IdU the weak and ^ sick 
in any particular herd (they are 
the easiest to catch). Man on the 
other hand does things backwards 
aiad himis' tihe prime specimens 
leavirg'^tbe weakest to carry on 
tiieir undesirable traits to fotore 
generations. 

Your example of pheasants being 
fed by man was' a most unfor- 
tunate one since it strengthens my 
argument instead of yours. The 
ring-necked pheasant is a native 
of Asia and does not belong in 
this country. No wonder it has 
a difficult time in a strange 
habitat. The pheasant was brought 
over to grive the hunters some- 
thbig to. shoot . a<. They have so

Thanksgiving 
Mm An Early Origin

Today many of us associate 
TTiiBHik 8 giving with a few 
days* vacation, a lavish 
turkey dinner, relatives, and the 
annual Thanksgiving day f ootbiin 
'Came. lake so many other things, 
- we forget the origin of the holi- 
day. We usually take for granted 
that ever since that first) Thanks- 
tB^Ing day, families hav« gatiier- 
^:-0d. together in Novemb«r fpt a 
•day ot giving tiianlEii luid' loaise. 

When trying to pic^fcure the 
first Tfiansgiving day we usually 
laee the early Pilgrim families 
^^amtfd around a hqge table 
•hating their harvest with the 
Indians who had halpe^ tliem be- 
gin their new life in America. It 
3s usually a picture of rejoicing 
Wid> praise. We fail to think deep- 
iir about the situation which 
tMlly existed and how this an- 
^1^1 celebration became a tradi- 

r PlentiftU Ckhm 

There is some trontroversy as 
to when the ^irst .Thanksgiving 
day actually took place. The most 
accepted date among the many 
'families who celebrate this day 
Is that of 1621. Traveling aboard 
the Mayflower for many months, 
the Pilgrims finally landed in 
.iMassachusetts just as winter was 
•approaching. lAfter a terrible 
winter of jstaryation and death, 
^^ iMfBd of settlers had been cut 
liMt:tD2 to about 60. With the 
a^ppi'oAch of spring, this deter- 
mined band made f rienda with the 
local Indians who helped them 
plant crops and cultivate the 
aoil. The harvest that fall was 
plentiful. It was because of that 
liarvest that in 1621 the wiAtB 
men and Indians joinied together 
;f or three days of feasting and 
thanksgiving. 

An abundance of turkey, wild 
ireese, ducks, kjbsters, eels, clams, 
oysters and fish, wild fruits, Ms- 
•cuits, bread, and an array of 
other tempting foods, combined 
with contests of leaping, jump- 
ing, racing and:, iparksmanship 
awhusually symbolic of that first 
Thanksgiving day. We are not 
usually awak-e of the great sacri- 
^ces made by the Pilgrims who 
shared pj^ir Thanksgiving with 
the Indtpi^ who had been so help- 
ful to them. Th» settlers were 
deluding , on f their^^fliarvest to 
carry them ^AHil^^^e winter 
seaiioiiJ Althou«|h iWraii^ssoit, king 
of the; Indians, had icen invited, 
he was not expected to show up 
with nixmiy tesyenous savages. By 
tiie^jend ttt Jthe three day feast 
aot in^ch remained of the har- 
vest. As yas discovered the fol- 
lowing wii^^^^ their feasting re- 
sulted in afi<5th«p-V\period o^ fcjfeiw- 
vatiA^ Yet the^'^ not regt^t 
theii^ feasting ifor^ it was an event 
thefc jjiroldd - jjfver ^get.

entire colony. The governor felt 
that this was truly a time for re- 
joicing and proclaimed July 20, 
16E3, as a day for all thel citizens 
to give thanks. This was the fhvt 
time a day had been officially ap- 
pointed by the governor for both 
religious and social celebration. 

Howev^, Thanksgriving was 
stiU not an organised hoUday to 
be obsemd by the whole statliHi. 
It was more or less an event:iri^fft 
took place in one area. 

As the colonies progrMsed, 
there was more and more to be 
thankful for; Wf colonies were 
beginning 'to think more in terms 
of united strengfth. In 1788, after 
the colonies had been united by 
the Revolution, Presid.ent Wash- 
ington proclainwd a day bi' na- 
tional thanksgiving to be celebrat- 
ed on November 26. This marks 
the first time our nation as a 
whole gave thanks and rejoiced. 

^ Made.^gal holiday 

'With .the coming of new pi^- 
den^' c^me ' new ideas about 
Thanksgiving. Some conttriued 
the tradition; some did -not. It 
was not until 1868, Almost 260 
years after the Pilgrims had first 
celebrated their pleAtiful har- 
vest, that Thanksgiving became a 
legal holiday through a proclama- 
tion 'hjr "PMi^est Lincoln. Since 
then, ev^ November the pre^- 
de«t ef 'ofnr^ .nation proclaims 

As, we-^i^father . together /this 
yeaf' to giVei'thainks we shOtrfd re- 
member the tradition behind 
this day.

This year there were 204,450 
licenses distributed for the two- 
d^y . jquitlerless season which be- 
gins,. December 16. The commis- 
sion is aiming at a kill of about 
40,000 deer. . 

The ,^nse quota was arrived 
at after a comprehensive study 
by the commission which took in- 
to Consideration such factors as: 
4fho kize of the herd, the 'siwi of 
de^r kills last year' as compared 
wit^i a five-year average, the 
antlerless success ratio, the num- 
ber of licenses required to kill 
one deer, the number of deer 
killed on the' highways, and the 
number of deer killed by farmers 
who caught the game destroying 
their erops.

A sharp change fai hi|la«oI- 
legiate wrestling rules wUl oeto 
this year in two aspects: 

(1) A pin may now be scored 
in one second rather than the 
former two seconds. 

(2) Whereas formerly a wres- 
tler needed to have a "pinning 
combination" in order to receive 
a "fall", now the grappler n^ed 
only hav« control of his oppoiHliit. 
In effect, this rule ehang* 
liberalizes the interpretation of 
what actually constitutes a pin- 
ning combination. This year any 
legal hold Which etft bi ittttd to 
hold both shoulders of an oppo- 
nent to the mat for ono full sec- 
ond will be Aiwidei %ith a, ''pin" 
or "falL". 

The enect of these two changM

Nicholas Day on, which gifts were 
given to the children became, in 
many countries, confused and 
combined into a Christmas cus- 
tom; however, in Germany thSfM 
remain distinct holidays. '

which to this ^y retains its 
French pronunciation.. In French 
homes, the creches are assem- 
bled by the children wlH> have 
collaetii^ holly, lajf^, h^^q^lnd 
so ferta in advance. Stones form 
hills for these "trees" and for the 
figures of men and beasts, with 
a star overhead^' . 

From Mexico comes our devo- 
tion to the ^poinsettia, ugad in, so 
many ways at the hotidaiv. 
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" Tnle Log and HoUy 
Many of the customs horrowvi 
from England are not hsed as 
they vvere in that country. Tbm 

Yule-log, the focal point of the 
traditional British celebration, is 
relegated in the U.S. to the pos^ 
tion of mere decoration. The hol- 
%, with i t s reputatioii for 
strength, hasr survived as another 
symbol of the everlasting. The 
first Christmas cards wore »mA 
in England in 1§46 and from 
there.,hfa spreadtlfiroughout tiMi 
Christiar|i world. 

The Americans, who consider 
Christmas and New Year's as one 
prolonged festivity, have inter- 
changed the foods served at these 
holidays in other countries. Eng- 
lish homes serve goose or whole. 
pi(fit with plenty of plum pudding: 
and brimming wassail bowls. In. 
Sweden, elaborate breads are 
baked weeks in advance of Christ- 
mas: soft,' hard, white, rye, sweet- 
breads, plus varying cakes; beer 
and special cheeses are abundant; 
painstakingly prepared fl^MI 
form the main courses. Franoo 
specializes in confections of d^- 
cate design. In Italy, the twenty-^ 
four hours fast before Chzistauui 
i^ broken by banqueting, in whidi 
fish — as in Sweden — plays a 
prominent role, with the ever- 
present macaroni. Turkeys and 
fruits are important to the Spiu^ 
irit fiesta;
